Fatal Resunl¢ of a Thunder Storm

DurLuTH, Mino., July 5.—It is now
known that at least nine persons were
killed by the storm of Saturday
throughout Nortnwestern Minnesota.

CHICAGO, July .—A special to the
Times-Herald from Washington says:

President McKinley has sent a dis-
patech to the Marquis of Salisbary, the
British premier and secretary of state
for foreign affairs, which will prob-
ably cause that pobleman as much per-

turbation of spirit a3 did Secretary.

Olney's dispateh of July 20, 1886, in
which England was diplomaticaly but
firmly told that she must arbitrate the
Venezuelan boundary dispute. The
present dispateh will doubtless be re-
garided in England as offensive in tone
and manner, and its publication will
probably cause a display of feeling
across the water. but in the United
States Mr. McKinley's course will
doubtless be warmly approved.

Tne latest diplomatic fencing be-
tween the two countries arises out of
the long-standing fur seal controversy.
It will be remembered that after this
country had asserted exclusive juris-
diction to the waters of Behring sea
and Great Britain had resisted this
contention, the matter was referred to
a tribunal of arfltration which sat at
Paris.

That tribupal decided againat the
United Siates, so far as it related to ita
contention of exclusive jurisdiction,
decided that certain seizures of British
sealers made by the American flest
were iliegal, and awarded damages to
the owners of those vessels, the amount
to be determined later by sufficient
proof, and made ecertaln regulations
for the preservation of seal herds and
the prevention of illegal sealing which
were to be jointly enforced Ly che
United States and Great Britain.

The United States on its part pro-
ceeded in the fullest spirit and letter
of the law to prevent pelagic sealing,
but England, it is asserted, has not
lived up to ber agreement, and intims-
tion to that efflect is now conveyed té
the British government by order of

A WONDERFUL SEAWEED.

Has & Stem Sometlmes Three Hupdred
Foet Long.

One of the most extraordinary sea-
weeds among the Laminariacewm is the
Nereocystis, the stem of which occasion:
ally attains a length of 300 feet, though
extremely slender, even at-the top,
where it is surmounted by a huge float-
ing bladder six feet or seven feet in
lepgth, that affords a favorite resting
place to the sea otter. This plant is
found on the mnortheast coast of
America and the opposite shores . of
Asin, -The filiform stem, which is
about as thick as pack-thread, sudden-
Iy swells above, when two feet or three
feet long, into a globose bladder, from
the top of which springs a tuft of ger-
minate leaves mostly rising on five
petioles. As the plant grows older the
stem increases enormously in length,
but only slightly in thickness. The
globose bladder swells into a turnip-
shaped or retort-like cyclinder, six fee,
long and four feet six inches or more in
diameter in the widest part, the lower
extremity gradually passing into the
stem. The leaves, which at first were
marked with a few faint nerves, eplitin
the direction of the latter, cover a wide
space by their entangled mass, and at-
tain a length of 30 feet or more. When
the plant grows in any quantity, i
formsa large floating islands, and the
surface of the sea becomes impassable
to boats. The stem, when dry, is em-
ployed by the Aleutians for fishing
lines, some of which have a length ol
40 or more fathoms. The large bladders
are used by the same people as syphons
for pumping water out of their boats.—
Fishing Gazette.
